1 The Regulations In Table A schedule to the Companies (Table A to F) Regulations 
1985 shall, except where they are excluded or varied by or inconsistent vyrtth iiiese ArHcies, 
apply to the Company. 

Shares 

2 (a) Subject to the provisions of paragraph (b) below and to any direction given by 
the Company by Ordinary Resolution, ail unissued shares of the Company for the time being 
shall be under the control of the Directors, who may allot, grant options over or othenwise 
dispose of them to such persons (induding the Directors themselves), at such times and on 
such terms and conditions as they may detemilne, provided that no share shall be issued at 
a discount SecHon 89 Companies Act 1985 (statutory rights of pre-emption) shall not apply. 

(b) The Directors are hereby unconditionally authorised to allot shares up to the 
nominal amount of the share capital of the Company at the date of incorporation within a

12 Any Director or his alternate may validly participate in a meeting of the Board or a 
committee of the Board through the medium of conference telephone or any other Ibmi of 
communications equipment, provided that all persons parljcipating in the meeting are able to 
hear and speak to each other throughout such meeting, or by a series of telephone calls fix>m 
the Chalnnan of the meeting or by exchange of facsimile transmissions addressed to the 
Chairman of the meeting. 

A person so participating by being present or being In telephone communication with or by 
exchanging facsimile transmissions witti those inthemeefing or with theChalmian of the 
meeting shall be deemed to be present In person at the meeting and shall accordingly be 
counted In a quorum and be entifled to vote. Such a meeting shall be deemed to lake place 
where the largest group of those participating Is assembled or, If there is no group which Is 
larger than any other group, where the Chalmian of the meeting then is.

A Director who is also an alteniate 
Director shall be entitled, in addition to his ovwi vote, to a separate vote on behalf of the Duector 
whom he is lepresenting. 



Directors 

8 The number of Directors shall be determined by ordinary resolution but unless and until so 
fixed there shall be no maximum number of Directors and the minimum number shall be one. 
Regulation 64 of Table A shall not ^ly. 

9 No Director shall be requited to retire or vacate his office or be ineligible for 
re-appointmeirt as a Director, nor shall any person be ineUgible for appointment as a Director, by 
reason of his havmg attained any particular age. Regulation 73 to 77, Regulation 80 and the l^t 
two sentences of Regulation 79 of Table A shall not apply. In Regulation 78 of Table A the words 
"Subject as aforesaid" and the words "and may also determine the rotation in which any additional 
directors are to retue" shall be omitted. 

10 The quorum necessary for the transaction of the business of the Directors when more than 
one Director holds office may be fixed by the Directors and unless so fixed shall be two present: in 
person. In the event of the minimum mimber of Directors fixed by or pursuant to these Articles 
being one, the quorum shall be one. A sole Director shall have aufljority to exercise all the powers 
and discretions by Table A or by these Articles expressed to be vested in tiie Dh«ctors generally. 
Regulation 89 of Table A shaU be modified accordmgly. 

1 1 A Director, notwithstandmg that he or, in the case of an alternate Director, his appointor, 
or any person connected with him or (as the case may be) his appointor has an interest or duly 
which is material and which conflicts or may conflict wife the interests of tiie Company, m^ vote 
in respect of any contract, transaction or arrangement and may be counted in flw quorum presort at 
any meeting. Regulation 94, 95, 96 and 97 of Tsible A shall not apply. 



12 A notice may be givai by tiie Campaay to any member either personally or by sending it 
by post or by telegraph or telex to his registered address or by leaving it at that address. Where 
notice is sent by post, service of tiie notice shall be deemed to be effected^ properly addressing, 
prepaying and posting a letter containing tiie notice, and to have been effected m the case of a 
notice of a meeting at tiie expiration of 24 hours after the letter containing tiie same is posted, ^d 
in any other case at tiie time at which tiie letto- would be delivered in tiie ordinaiy course of tiie 



post The first sentence of Relation 112 and the second sentence of Regulation 115 Table A 
shall not £^ly. 



EDdemnity 

13 In addition to such indannify as is contained in Regulatirai 118 of Table A, eveiy Director, 
officer or official of the Company shall be entitled to be indemnified out of flie assets of the 
Company against all losses or liabilities incuned l>y him in or about the eacecution and dischaige of 
the duties of his office.
